SAGE committee 

finds STAs viable 

The Scientific Advisory 
Group for the Everglades 
(SAGE) has found that the 
proposed Stormwater Treat- 
ment Areas (STAs) are "a 
viable method" to clean 
phosphorus laden farm 
water entering the Ever- 
glades from the Everglades 
Agricultural Area. Their 
findings will-be presented to 
the Governing Board of the 
South Florida Water Man- 
agement District this month. 

In addition, the committee 
concluded that “based upon 
the best available informa- 
tion provided to and.re- 
viewed by SAGE, the use of 
a settling rate constant of 8 
meters per year is reason- 
able value to use in estimat- 
ing the land area necessary 
for the construction of the 
STAs." 

The board created SAGE 
last January to help give it 
guidance as the District 
seeks methods to clean up 
the agricultural runoff into 
the Everglades as mandated 
by the implementation of the 
Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
Evergláde Protection Act 
and the settlement of a 
federal lawsuit. ^ 

SAGE Committee Chair- 
man Rich Budell said the 
committee's action will not 
affect SAGE's plans to 
contiriue to evaluate alterna- 
tive treatments.

South Bay's City Commission may let a non- 
profit organization have a carnival in the city to 
raise money for at risk and low income families 
in the Glades. 

Patti Young, financial assistance program 
manager for Child Care Resource & Referral, 
Inc. got tentative approval from the commission 
Tuesday night.

$5,000 to benefit the Parent Service Project in 
the Glades. The PSP provides free activities and 
educational workshops for over 100 families in 
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South Bay, Belle Glade and Pahokee. 

City Manager Lester Baird discouraged the 
commission giving approval for the carnival, 
saying the city sponsors one or two carnivals at 
the same location on Highway 27 each year. 

"We might want to have a second carnival to 
raise money for police cars, which as you" know 
are in deplorable condition," Mr. Baird told 
commissioners. 

No date was set for the event, which is 
expected to last for 10 days, although Ms. Young 
said it would be before April 15.

City considers building detention 
facility near Glades Correctional

Opportunity is knocking, says Belle Glade 
City Manager Lomax Harrelle, and he wants to 
make sure the city opens the door. 

The United States Department of Justice 
wants to Вауе`а jail detention facility built in 
the area. The city is considering building the 
facility and subleasing it to a management team 
for the operation of the center. 

Mr. Harrelle told commissioners in a special 
workshop Monday night that the estimated cost 
to build the facility is $12 million. The facility 
could provide 100.or more year round jobs and 
provide the city with an added tax base. 

"One of these days some rural community is 
going to make a ton of money doing this-and it 
might аз well be us," he told the commission. 

The city had discussed a teaming agreement 
with National Corrections Management, Inc. to 
operate the facility but that agreement ended 
Jan. 28 without the commission authorizing the 
partnership. 

Monday night's workshop was to discuss the 
idea of the city purchasing bonds to build the 
facility. 

"This is a good idea and there is a great 
demand for it," said Mr. Harrelle. "I would like 
to see this become a reality." 

Commissioner Steve Weeks said he wag 


concerned about the aesthetics of a maximum 
security prison in the area. He said would like to 
see it built off the main highway so it could not 
be seen from the road. 

Mr. Harrelle said he was looking at property 
south of Glades Correctional Institution and far 
enough off the road that it would not be visible 
from the highway. 

Attorney John Baker said his main concerns 
were whether the city has the ability to provide 
water and sewer to the facility and what 
standards would be use for the building of the 
center. 

"We need to consider what other uses the 
building could have if this doesn't work out," he 
said. 

Mr: Harrelle said ‘the building would be a 
maximum security facility and "when it's built, 
you cannot use it for anything else," but added 
he believes there is such a need for prisons that 
it would not be a wasted investment. 

"How can you go wrong when there's a need?" 
asked Commissioner Dan Bythwood. 

The commission agreed to pursue the 
possibility of building the facility and directed 
Attorney Baker and staff to look into financing 
and other aspects of the agreement. 

The matter will be brought before the 


commission at the next-meeting on February 8.

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Juvenile charged 


with murder

A 15-year- old Belle Glade 
youth has been arrested and 
charged with first degree 
murder in the death of a 39- 
year-old Haitian man on 
January 23. 

The juvenile allegedly was 
attempting to-rob Francoeur 
Mesilien of 544 SW 6th Street, 
Apt. 5, Belle Glade in the 600 
block of SW Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Blvd. 

Det. Sgt. Albert Dowdell III 
said the police department 
received several 9-1-1 emer- 
gency calls for help about 2:30 
a.m. The callers reported 
hearing a gunshot and said a 
man was lying in the alley. 

Patrolman Barbara Akin 


- went to the alleyway and found 


Mesilien lying face down on the 
ground. 

Mesilien had a bullet wound 
in his left shoulder. Patrolman 
Akin called for an ambulance

Glades General Hospital 
emergency room where he was 
pronounced dead. 

Five days later, on January 
28, the juvenile was identified 
as a suspect and brought in for 
questioning. 

The juvenile admitted in a 
sworn statement that he was 
the person who shot Mesilien. 
He told police he was trying to 
rob Mesilien and when the man 
resisted be became enraged and 
fired one shot. 

‘The youth said he did not get 
anything of value from Mesilien. 
He also told police he stayed in 
the area while medical person- 
nel were treating the victim 
and then went home several 
hours later. 

The juvenile was taken to the 
West Palm Beach Detention 
Center. He was charged with 
first degree murder and at- 
tempted armed robbery.
